A proposed refuge for migrating geese cov­ 
ering 70 to IOO square miles in central Menomi­ 
nee County centered at Hayward I /ake South­ 
west of Cedar River has aroused strong feeling 
from many residents of the area. 
Several hundred persons turned out at Ste­ 
phenson late in February to discuss the federal 
and state proposal and a couple hundred more 
showed up again at Stephenson last week to hear 
what Congressman Phil Ruppe had to say. Un­ 
fortunately, nobody seems to have all the an­ 
swers. 
The refuge apparently would be patterned 
after a similar area near 
Horicon in central 
Wisconsin to take some of the heat off Horicon 
during the migrating season. The basic reason 
for choosing the IT ay ward Lake area is its loca­ 
tion on a major flyway for Canada geese, ac­ 
cording to governmental sponsors. A consider­ 
able portion of the Mississippi Valley flock, 
which totals about 350,000 birds before hunting 
season, funnels south across the Upper Penin­ 
sula west of Take Michigan. As many as 150.000 
to 175,000 of the geese have gathered at Hori­ 
con, however, creating severe problems for the 
farmers in the area. 
If the geese could be seduced into stopping 
at Hayward I>ake, an area where the sponsors 
believe agricultural damage would be insignifi­ 
cant, the Horicon headache would be reduced 
while at the same time abundant hunting oppor­ 
tunities would be provided outside the refuge 
area and a wildlife spectacle unsurpassed any 
where is northern Michigan would be developed, 
according to DNR officials.

laical residents, however, aren’t quite so 
sure about the proposal. Rightfully, they want 
to know about their own property rights and 
also want some other answers which haven’t 
been provided to their satisfaction. 
The Menominee Herald-Leader said editori­ 
ally that “many people are beginning to realize 
that what the government intends to do is going 
to have a very drastic effect on their personal 
lives. 
“What really is the unfortunate part is that 
a very important segment of agriculture in Men­ 
ominee County is going to be put out of business 
by the plan.

Washington and make a report. 
Rep. John Payant (R-Kingsford) has “de­ 
manded” details of the project from the Michi­ 
gan Department of Natural Resources. 
It all sounds very angry and apparently, 
judging from news reports, the residents of the 
area have some reason to be concerned about 
their futures and property. 
But the prospect of a vast, new wildlife 
refuge in the Upper Peninsula remains interest­ 
ing and exciting. The project, however, must be 
approached openly and cautiously. And ultimate­ 
ly it must be weighed against some other vital 
factors, particularly the effects on the residents 
of the area. 
It is with these people where the first con­ 
sideration should lie.
